BAKED ALASKA 
Egg Yolk Sponge Cake 

11 egg yolks (% cup)
1 whole egg 
1% cups of sugar
2 cups sifted flour 
2 tsp. baking powder

Vfc cup cold water
Vii tsp. salt

1 tbsp. grated orange rind 
1 tbsp. strained orange juice

Vi tsp. lemon extract
Beat egg yolks and egg until thick (at least 5 mlns.) 

then add sugar gradually. Beat in flour sifted together with 
dry ingredients alternately with liquid ingredients. Pour 
into ungreased 10" tube pan. Bake at 325 degrees for 60 to 
65 mlns. When cake is done invert until cold.

Special Meringue
Beat six large egg whites with Mi tsp. cream of tartar 

until stiff. Beat in gradually % cup sugar. Continue beat­ 
ing until stiff and glossy.

Place slides or layer of sponge cake on a board thor­ 
oughly soaked in water and covered with white wrapping 
paper. Place a one-inch slice of your favorite ice cream, 
frozen hard (cherry vanilla or strawberry preferably) on 
top of cake and cover completely with a thick coating of 
meringue.

Place in a very hot oven (500 degrees) for three to five 
mins., until meringue is lightly browned. Serve at once.
